If  the  electric  car  becomes  a  reality  in  our  life  of  tomor- 
row, it  will  be  not  so  much  the  outcome  of  the  economic 
ambitions  of  the  automotive  industry,  as  it  will  be  in 
response  to  the  demands  of  a  society  recognizing  itself 
overwhelmed  by  pollution  of  the  urban  atmosphere.  Or, 
if  the  Virginia  General  Assembly  brings  into  being  a  uni- 
versity dedicated  to  defining  and  solving  the  problems 
peculiar  to  the  urbanization  of  society,  this  will  be  not  so 
much  the  customary  ambition  of  the  academicians  for 
growth,  as  it  will  be  the  response  to  the  demands  of  society 
recognizing  itself  overwhelmed  by  the  realities  of  urbani- 
zation. 

The  College  Hospitals  have  traditionally  developed  within 
a  conventional  growth  form.  The  hospitals  have  been 
enlarged  to  meet  population  increases  and  they  have  furn- 
ished those  new  services  expected  of  such  facilities  and 
staff.  Yet  today,  more  than  ever  before,  there  is  the  realiza- 
tion that  survival  will  depend  on  the  ability  of  enlightened 
leadership  to  reach  beyond  mere  physical  growth  and 
respond  to  the  evolving  demands  of  the  society  it  seeks 
to  serve. 

Basically  these  demands  seem  simple  of  definition  in 
the  familiar  philosophy,  "To  preserve  and  restore  health, 
to  seek  the  cause  and  cure  of  diseases,  to  educate  those  who 
would  serve  humanity."  Yet,  as  a  new  university  may 
appear  to  be  just  another  of  an  already  large  number 
of  educational  institutions,  the  concept  envisioned  by  the 
Wayne  Commission  will  find  its  validity  and  its  vitality  inso- 
far as  it  responds,  in  a  new  and  significant  language,  to  the 
needs  of  those  it  would  serve.  Similarly,  the  MCV  Hos- 
pitals will  discover  validity  and  vitality  in  an  ability  to 
respond  in  a  really  meaningful  language  to  the  already 
changed  needs  of  the  patient,  student,  researcher,  and 
healer. 

A  building  may  be  more  than  an  addition;  instead  it 
may  be  of  an  entirely  different  design,  arrangement,  and 
composition  as  is  necessary  to  functionally  adapt  to  what 
the  needs  really  are.  More  employees  may  not  be  used; 
the  patterns  of  professional  preparation  and  the  redesigna- 
tion  of  responsibilities  and  actions  will  be  necessary  to 
functionally  adapt  to  the  differing  requirements  of  the 
medical  sciences  and  disease  entities  of  a  population  actually 
changing  in  its  character  and  requirements.  As  our  nation's 
social  organization  was  originally  oriented  toward  the  pres- 
ervation of  personal  security,  then  later  toward  an  assur- 
ance of  economic  security  as  well,  the  coming  years  will 
be  characterized  by  expectations  for  a  greater  degree  of 
personal  and  individual  fulfillment  of  man's  social  needs. 
Basic  to  this  is  good  health. 

What  are  the  ideas  and  plans  of  the  College  hospitals 
which  can  lead  in  this  direction?  Some  which  are  being 
realized  today  are  worthy  of  attention  here. 

Less  than  six  months  ago,  there  was  added  to  the  hos- 
pital complex  a  self-care  unit  in  the  Clinical  Center.  This

move  about  unescorted  to  diagnostic  areas,  enjoy  his  meals 
in  a  restaurant  which  also  serves  the  public,  and  provide 
for  his  own  care  under  the  direction  of  his  physician. 
This  new  venture  not  only  reduces  the  demand  upon  the 
intermediate  hospital  bed  supported  by  increasingly  higher 
cost  in  money  and  staff,  but  meets  the  need  of  the  patient 
for  an  attracive  and  less  restrictive  environment  adapted 
to  his  actual  physical  capabilities. 

At  the  opposite  end  of  this  progressive  patient  care 
scale  there  has  recently  been  put  into  operation  a  respira- 
tory disease  intensive  care  unit  where  the  support  of  specially 
trained  physicians  and  nurses,  using  extensive  monitoring 
surveillance,  will  meet  the  patient's  specific  needs  during 
the  most  critical  phases  of  illness.  During  the  next  two 
years,  from  plans  already  developed,  more  than  half  a 
dozen  additional  intensive  care  units  will  be  built  to  update 
the  services  available  in  other  clinical  specialties. 

Renovation  of  the  existing  buildings,  with  concomitant 
demolition  of  the  oldest  and  creation  of  new  hospitals 
will  be  a  continuing  effort.  Some  of  the  results  will  facili- 
tate consolidation  of  patients,  both  inpatients  and  out- 
patients, by  clinical  category;  the  inclusion  of  teaching 
accommodations  immediately  adjacent  to  the  patient;  the 
proximate  location  of  faculty  physician  offices  to  more  effec- 
tively support  programs  of  teaching  and  patient  care;  and 
a  reduction  in  the  duplication  and  consequent  wastefulness 
of  expensive  equipment  with  early  obsolescence. 

The  importance  of  these  plans  can  be  reflected  in 
another  way.  The  College  Hospitals  admit  over  30,000 
patients  each  year  and  more  than  150,000  outpatient  visits 
are  recorded  annually.  Hospital  performed  diagnostic  pro- 
cedures accounted  for  over  1,285,000  pathological  and 
125,000  radiological  examinations  in  1967.  This  work  was 
accomplished  by  more  than  3,000  employees  with  a  total 
salary  expense  of  about  $13,000,000.  These  employees, 
performing  a  tremendous  variety  of  tasks,  require  costly 
and  complex  mechanized  assistance  as  evidenced  in  multi- 
channel automatic  analyzers  and  computers  for  the  storage 
and  printing  out  of  financial  and  medical  information. 

What  people  do  will  change  too.  The  expectation  of 
substantially  augmenting  scarce  professional  and  technical 
personnel  even  within  years  is  probably  fallacious.  The 
introduction  of  the  unit  manager  to  coordinate  nearly  all 
ancillary  services  other  than  medical  and  nursing  care  on  a 
patient  unit  is  one  attempt  to  deal  with  the  scarcity.  Most 
important  to  an  understanding  of  his  new  category  of  per- 
sonnel is  that  she  becomes  a  medium  for  the  introduction 
of  management  expertise  into  an  operation  which  has  been 
all  too  often  criticized,  particularly  by  the  public,  as 
increasingly  disorganized  and  fragmented.  In  the  past,  the 
customary  solution  for  the  relief  of  the  professional  nurse 
has  been  to  add  more  people  on  lower  rungs  of  the  ladder 
with  the  end  effect  of  too  often  spreading  the  responsibility 
of  the  nurse  to  encompass  supervision  of  extra,  sometimes 
ill-prepared,  employees.  The  self  defeat  of  this  well-inten- 
tioned solution  led  into  the  concept  of  the  unit  manager 
to  permit  the  professional  skill  of  the  nurse  to  be  employed 
more  effectively. 

The  industrial  engineer,  long  the  valued  professional  ad- 
viser to  top  management  in  industry,  has  now  become  a 
member  of  the  hospital  administrative  team.  Not  unlike 
the  medical  profession  itself,  which  appreciates  and  seeks 
the   support  of  the   clinician  specialist,   hospital   manage- 
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ment  avails  itself  of  resources  and  guidance  which  can 
be  obtained  from  a  category  of  personnel  not  hitherto  used. 
The  hospital  industrial  engineer  uses  cost  control  techniques 
within  a  framework  of  better  utilization  of  men,  materials, 
and  facilities  to  improve  upon  the  quality  of  patient  care. 
This  may  involve  modernization  of  plant  to  introduce  auto- 
mated procedures,  analyzing  methods  and  standards  or  en- 
tire new  systems,  and  motivating  employees  to  an  accept- 
ance of  this  changing  hospital  world. 

These  are  two  specific  examples  of  how  new  kinds  of 
people  are  now  being  used  as  answers  to  old  problems.  Be- 
yond this  there  is  exploration  into  how  services  provided 
by  neither  professional  or  technical  personnel  might  best 
be  furnished  to  the  hospital.  We  have  always  mopped  the 
floors,  cooked  the  meals,  washed  the  linen,  stored  the  sup- 
plies, and  painted  the  rooms.  Last  year,  after  a  hundred 
years  of  laborious  infant  formula  preparation,  the  hospital 
began  the  purchase  of  a  range  of  disposable,  ready  to  use 
formulas  in  single  feeding  size  bottles  which  require  no 
special  handling  and  cost  less.  There  are  attractive  possi- 
bilities for  contracting  various  types  of  services,  either 
individually  or  as  a  cooperative  venture  with  other  hos- 
pitals. 

Research  in  the  medical  sciences  offers  our  country  such 
benefits  as  organ  transplantation,  the  oral  contraceptive, 
automation  of  clinical  analytical  procedures,  and  monitor- 
ing of  vital  processes.  Research  has  been  woefully  inade- 
quate in  the  sphere  of  how  best  the  health  industry  may 
be  managed.  The  disparity  of  distribution  of  care  facilities 
between  the  rural  and  urban  population,  quick  accessibility 
of  the  right  kind  of  medical  attention,  the  dilemma  of  pro- 
viding only  the  highest  quality  of  care  in  the  face  of 
mounting  operating  costs,  modification  of  the  conventional 
two-level  private  and  staff  system,  the  potential  for  regional 
coordination  of  expensive  facilities  and  scarce  personnel — 
these  and  yet  others  call  out  for  a  sustained  and  compre- 
hensive research  investigation  of  the  character  and  scope 
that  has  brought  medical  knowledge  and  practice  to  its 
present  level.  Administrative  research  has  become  a  real 
concern  in  the  College  Hospitals. 

The  realization  of  the  potential  of  the  institution  is  cer- 
tainly dependent  upon  the  caliber  of  the  young  men  and 
women  who  will  make  a  commitment  to  a  health  career. 
These  are  in  the  generation  of  your  children  and  your 
young  friends  and  we  look  forward  to  the  contribution 
of  their  talents  and  ambitions  to  our  future.

School  of  Pharmacy 

We  are  now  in  the  midst  of  our 
heavy  application  season,  since  stu- 
dents entering  in  the  fall  of  the  year 
are  offered  contingent  acceptances 
based  upon  a  review  of  grades  through 
the  first  semester  of  the  current  aca- 
demic year.  At  this  time,  it  appears 
that  our  applications  will  be  as  numer- 
ous if  not  more  so  than  during  the 
year  just  past.  In  1967,  we  could  not 
offer  acceptances  to  all  applicants  and, 
in  fact,  used  an  alternate  list  after 
May  first.  Consequently,  we  would 
urge  all  those  interested  in  applying 
to  our  school  to  submit  applications 
as  soon  as  possible. 

The  greatest  number  of  our  applica- 
tions come  from  those  students  who 
will  have  completed  two  or  more  years 
of  college  by  September  of  1968.  Stu- 
dents who  will  have  satisfactory  grades 
in  63  semester  hours  of  work,  includ- 
ing biology,  chemistry,  physics,  mathe- 
matics, English,  economics,  and  liberal 


arts  electives,  may  be  eligible  for  ad- 
mission. We  also  accept  students  who 
have  completed  32  semester  hours  of 
work.  Students  in  this  category  are 
enrolled  in  the  school  of  pharmacy  for 
four  more  years.  Students  in  this  cate- 
gory, to  be  eligible  for  admission,  must 
have  completed  32  semester  hours  of 
work,  including  either  chemistry  or 
biology,  English,  mathematics,  and  lib- 
eral arts  electives. 

From  our  records,  we  know  that 
many  of  our  students  come  to  us  be- 
cause of  interested  alumni.  We  thank 
you  for  this  past  help  in  recruiting 
qualified  individuals  and  appreciate 
your  continuing  efforts  on  our  behalf.

The  Jonah  L.  Larrick  Student  Cen- 
ter is  now  in  operation  with  Mr.  Rob- 
ert E.  Purvis  serving  as  its  director  and 
Miss  Jean  Smith,  wife  of  first  year 
medical  student,  Thomas  G.  Smith,  as 
secretary  to  the  director  and  to  student 
government.

The  second  floor,  in 
addition  to  the  large  lounge  area  in  the 
center  of  the  room  under  the  dome, 
is  specially  equipped  and  lighted 
around  the  periphery  for  the  effective 
display  of  art  exhibits.  Behind  these 
walls  of  the  large  lounge  are  the  di- 
rector's and  student  government  offices, 
a  pool  room,  piano  room,  color-T-V 
viewing  room,  painting  and  sculpture 
studio,  a  stereo — hi-fi  music  listening 
room,  a  reading  and  writing  room, 
card  game  room,  and  some  conference 
rooms. 

Student  activities  take  first  priority 
on  uses  of  the  building  with  related 
activities  of  student  wives,  faculty,  fac- 
ulty wives,  and  alumni  being  given 
consideration  for  its  use  as  requests 
are  received.
